Lin Shields arrived last week 
from Seattle to accept a position 
in the store of Donald Sinclair. 
Mr. Shields is an ex-service man. 
Before the world war he was on 
the Mexican border. He went 
overseas with the 161st infantry 
and saw active service until the 
signing of the armistice. He re- 
mained overseas almost a year 
after the cessation of hostilities. 
It was Mr. Shields’ privilege to 
see France thoroughly, view the 
Alps, and visit‘many of the ports 
of the Mediterranean. In March, 
1918, 2000 soldiers from the Am- 
erican Expeditionary Forces, then 
numbering about 2,000,000, were 
selected to go to England for 
special training in various educa- 
tional branches. Mr. Shields was 
fortunate enough to be selected 
as one of those to be sent to Eng- 
land. He'spent four months at 
Goldsmith’s college, one of the 
foremost art schools of Great 
Britain. Before returning home 
he also had the privilege of -visit- 
ing practically every place of in- 
terest in the British isles. Be- 
fore entering the service of his 
country Mr. Shields resided at 
Centralia, Wash.

rains and melting snow of the 
past few days and which was 
just below the entrance of the 
Alaska-Juneau Mining company’s 
tunnel, tore its way down to 
Front street, jamming itself and 
piling up at the rear of the store 
buildings of* Isadore Goldstein © 
and James Russell. 

The slide, as it swept along for 
a distance of 600 feet, uprooted 
trees, dislodged huge rocks and 
crumbled in pieces a miners’ 
boarding house, six dwellings 
and several small cabins. The 
roar of the moving earth and the 
crunching of the timbers of the 
buildings in the path of the slide 
could be heard for miles. Two 
women pedestrians on Front 
street fainted from fright. 

The Alaska and the Gastineau 
mining companies and the busi- 
ness houses of the city at once 
released their forces to take up 
the work of rescue, which was 
prosecuted by more than 200 men 
in a drenching rain and a terrific 
wind, 

The first building struck by 
the slide was the miners’ boarding 
house conducted by Mr. and Mrs. 
The 15 boarders, 
employed on the night shift of a 
mine, were asleep at the time. 
Several of them, in their sleeping 
clothes, jumped through windows 
as the house moved down the hill. 
Cries and moans of inmates of 
this building and of other build- 
ings in the path of the slide was 
audible to persons on Front street. 

Members of the rescue party 
feel certain there are no living 
persons in the wreckage. The 
missing persons were occupants 
of the destroyed cabins. 

The heaviest property loser is 
Isadore Goldstein. His mercan- 
tile building, two stories, was 
badly damaged, if not ruined, 
and his stock of goods was made 
almost worthless by mud and 
water that came with the slide.

tion of canneries, cold storage plants and mild-curing stations, and generally to engage in 
any business incidental to the catching, acquiring, preserving and marketing of fish and 
fish products. The amount of capital stock in this corporation is $500,000.00 divided into 
5,000 shares of the par value of $100.00 each, and these may be paid for in cash or liberty 
bonds or labor at the actual value thereof. Liberty bonds are taken at par.
